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This  bibliography  attempts  to  give  information  about  the  resources  that  are 
available  when  planning  the  curriculum  for  children  and  youth  with  visual 
impairments,  including  those  students  with  multiple  disabilities.  Determining  what 
to  include  was  not  an  easy  task.  I  tried  to  develop  some  hard  and  fast  criteria,  but 
you  will  soon  find  that  I  sometimes  overlooked  my  own  advice.  The  criteria 
included: 

•  Choose  only  material  that  was  written  specifically  for  this  population. 

•  Include  only  materiab  that  were  written  within  the  last  20  years,  unless  there 
was  nothing  written  more  recently  on  this  topic. 

•  Focus  on  the  materiab  that  were  pragmatic  and  usable  by  instructors  and 
parents  for  immediate  decisions  about  programming. 

•  Try  not  to  leave  anything  out. 

Since  I  am  quite  certain  that  I  erred  most  spectacularly  on  the  last  objective,  I  have 
included  multiple  ways  of  contacting  me,  if  you  have  suggestions  for  other 
materials  that  need  to  be  added.
